Regarding the argument to claim 1 , the applicant argues that the reference, Devine, does not disclose "maintaining subscription profiles 
for the subscribers that indicate the subscribers' preferences in regard to event notification" and a profile specifying the format in which the 
subscriber wishes to receive event information. The examiner respectfully disagrees, as seen in, col. 49, lines 12-43, there is a subscriber 
with subscribed-to datasets and demand basis and scheduled basis notifications separate from each other; and as seen in col. 55, lines 
30-37, there are reports sent to a subscriber in the format(s) of the subscriber's choice. 

In response to applicant's arguments against the references individually, one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references 
individually where the rejections are based on combinations of references.
